For his first work Mr, Schmidt 
chose the Rondo in B Minor by 
Carl Philip Emanuel I » aeh, one of 
the ereat Johann Sebastian’s sons. 
It is ly rical, almost classical in 
sty le and q uite dissimilar to the 
work which followed, one which 
precedes chronologically * but one 
which certainly trenseends if at 
scope. This was Bach’s Chromatic 
Fantasv and Fugue, a monument 
of key board music. 
It is rem ark­ 
able that this work so intricate in 
workmanship makes a , impression 
i on ev en the lay person. 
Its chro­

Beethov en’s Appassionato Sonata, 
Op. 57, and this was his mo.st out­ 
standing contribution, at least as 
regards the first part of the pro­ 
gram. 
It is a stirring work, de­ 
manding an abundance of tech­ 
niq ue, as well as emotional in­ 
sight.

ance. especially the brilliant and 
dy namic fu.-d mov ement was most 
successful.

Schumann, the second of the Fan- 
tasiestucken, Op. 111. one of the 
most intimate of Ins piano pieces, 
and a nov elette, and two works by 
Chopin, his last Prelude, Op. 45, 
seldom heard, but ex tremely beau­ 
tiful, and the Concert Allegro, one 
of those pieces which rambles al­ 
most endlessly , and certainly not 
one of the composer’s best ex ­ 
amples.
